William Trunkfleld Began 
Washing Lemons in Tub 
In 1898 





When William ‘Trunkfield first 
washed citrus fruit at the Upland 
Lemon Growers association an or- 
dinary wash tub, brush and soap 
were used. 

Today, almost 40 years later, Mr. 
Trunkfield is washing lemons with 
the most modern equipment. 

“Development of the machinery 
and method of handling the fruit 
has been gradual over the years,” 
he said at noon today. He predict- 
ed that the coming years will bring 
additional developments. 

Not Much Fruit 

“Of course, in those days there 
wasn’t nearly as much fruit as 
now,” he continued. “One box of 
lemons would be dumped into 2 
tub. Two girls would scrub each 
lemon and put each one on a rack 
to dry.” 

Forty years ago it wasn’t neces- 
sary to thoroughly wash all the 
fruit. In those days many of the 
growers stored their own fruit and 
brought it in to be packed when- 
ever there was a good market. 

‘Tf the fruit wasn’t very dirty, 
we would take a rag and rub off 
the dust and not bother about put- 
ting it in the tub,” he continued. 

Mr. and Mrs. Trunkfield reside 
at 674 East Ninth street, this lo- 
cation now being considered ‘‘close 
in”. 

Home in Old Grove 

“For a long time this was an 
orange grove,” the veteran Up- 
lander continued. Across the 
street from him was a lemon grove. 
“A few houses were out this far 
then but everyone considered them 
out in the country.” 

Coming here from Canada “‘be- 
cause he wanted to be in Cali- 
Mr. Trunkfield ‘began 
working for the citrus association 


the next day after his arrival. He}: 


hay' been working there since April, 


1898. Modest, Mr. Trunkfield re-| 


ferred to his work as being either 
that of packing or washing. It 
was learned from his associates, 
however, that he had opportunities 
to be a foreman and advance per- 
haps to a higher position. He pre- 
ferred to continue in the work that 
required less responsibility. 

“I ‘enjoy meeting the growers 
and working alongside the other 
employes,” he gaid. “I know lots 
of people. I enjoy my work and 
we live quietly here at home.” 

Is Talented Singer 

He is a talented singer and for 
more than 30 years was a member 
of the Presbyterian church choir. 

Due to his record, the distinc- 
tion of holding the longest record 
of service in the citrus industry 
goes to Mr. Trunkfield. William 
May is another Uplander who has 
been working in the industry many 
years, and The Upland News last 
week said that he held the record 
for iongest service. This distinc- 
tion, however, is now conferred 
upon Mr. Trunkfield.

Records 
for only the last four years 
‘were announced today. In ev- 
ery year since 1934 mire boys 
than girls were welcomed by 
parents. 

‘A record number of young- 
sters saw the light of day at. 
the hospital during 1937, 185 
boys and girls being born. Of 
this total, 94 were ‘boys and 
91 were girls. During 1936, 
173 bibies were born. 93 being 
boys and 80 girls. In 1935, the 
record shows 150 
were welcomed, there being 
85 boys and 65 girls. The 
1934 mark wails 69 boys and 57 
girls for a total cf 126 young- 
sters. 

In the first grade in the Up- 
land schools, however, there 
are more girls than boys, the 
figures being 59 boys and 65 
girls. 

The combined four year total 
follows: Boys 341; girls, 293. 

Four new babies have been 
born at the hospital so far this 
year. The hospital business has 
shown a steady increase in re- 
cent years.

There was a lot of ‘‘heart interest’’ in that story in the Los 
Angeles Times the other day which said in part: 

“Two women, smiles on their faces, tears in their eyes, 
saw the snout of the Union Pacifie’s huge locomotive No. 
7855 come swinging around the curve,on Traek 9 at Cen- 
tral Station yesterday morning. Smoothly down the track 


it rolled pulling the sixteen heavy steel, passenger laden 
ears of the Los Angeles Limited—eased to a stop as quietly 
as a feather settling. A smiling, husky, gray-haired fellow 
waved a grimy-gloved hand from the cab, swung down the 
steps and said: ‘That’s it, mother’. He was Walter G. 
Houston, 65 years of age. senior engineer of the line. It 
was his final run. After thirty-six years at the throttle, 
with never a day off except for vacations, he is retiring 
to settle down on his forty acre citrus ranch at Fallbrook.’’ 
We never heard of Walter G. Houston before—but when a 
fellow works at a job for thirty-six years there is mingled both 
joy and sorrow when he retires. Walter Huston must have 
been a good engineer—and he must have loved his work. He 


must also have thought a great deal of some of those snorting: 


engines he drove—and there were many co-workers he no doubt 
grew to love and with whom it was a joy to work. 

And still another thing—Walter Houston held his job with 
the Union Pacifie because he did his work well when he was 
first employed by that great railroad. it is one thing to get a 
job—and it is quite another to be able to ‘‘hang onto it’’ for 
thirty-six years. His first work as engineer was not on a ‘‘Los 
Angeles Limited’’—it was that of throttling a work engine on 
construction of the last link of the old Salt Lake line from 
Riverside to Los Angeles, so we read. When passenger service 
was started a short time after completion of the line Houston 
was at the throttle on the initial run—and has been pulling the 
company’s crack train ever since. And in all those years Hous- 
ton has had but one accident—that being at Victorville about 
twenty-seven years ago. 

When a man has done a job well for thirty-six years he does 
not leave it without some regrets—even though he may feel he 
has earned a retirement that should be a happy and satisfac- 
Aory one. 

We like to pay tribute to a fellow like Walter Houston. In 
all probability there are more of his kind than we have any 
idea. They are the kind of men who are dependable—the sort 
who are among the country’s greatest assets. 

Last Friday The News carried a stery on the record of 
William May as watchman at the Upland Citrus association’s 
plant. He has been on the job there for thirty-one years—with 
never a burglary or mishap during the time he was on duty. A 
record of that kind is also something of which one can be justly 
proud—a perfect record for thirty-one years. 
years before coming to California Mr. May worked at a prev- 
Jous job in the east. 

Conscientious and dependable—what a combination!

Doves were onlentiful, but 
rains interfered with pigeon 
shooting. Although duck season 
was a disappointment a total of 
44,570 “duck stamps” were sold 
in California, according to the 
United States Bureau of Biolog- 
ical Survey. The short pheasant 
season brought only fair returns 
as hunters reported that hens 
outnumbered cocks by about 10 
to one. 

As a result of heavy snows and 
subsequent strong run-off, good 
trout fishing lagged far behind, 
season openings and early vaca-

its. Later in the season, how- 
ever, fishing was fine in the.
